Xew York, Oct. 23—In the Nort'j 


River off 79th street, yesterday after- 
noon, 2,000 New Yorkers saw one cr 
the -most thrilling- spectacles in i!se 
history of ballooning. Prom the opeii 
roadway loading to the dock, after u 
half dozen ludicrous failures, a rick- 
ety, creaking, fragile aeroplane sho:. 
into the -air as if propelled from -un- 
muzzle of a cannon. la. ih-e cenwr. 
enmeshed in piano wire frirders am! 
gays and a net work of (frail bambor> 
poles, clung the aeroneaut, C. K. Ham- 
ilton, 3. young Texan. With, hands ana 
legs outspread like a giant monkey, 
man and machine- -went up, propelled 
by nothing but drawn, -by. a rope af- 
tacked to liie sterribitts .of a tug: bo;>? 
which far oat in the river,-was heading 
down stream as fast as : its kicking 
screw could send it..

The aeroplane sheered and, 
Kke a 'boyVSifc* "0ne &nndw 
three hundred feet it soared 
and cracking. Xo spider in a. 
web ever strove more d-esperately to 
hold to a few more moments of life 
than" did Hamilton. As the .maheiae 
dived to the right the frightened' la<l 
in the meshes jumped to the left, and 
vice versa and not an instant, from 
the tim« it darted upward, aatji.it be 
gan slowly to .settle into the -waters of 
the rivr-r, did that frantic -battle icr 
equilibrium and life in the aeropolani', 
cease. Voices that had cheered the dar- 
ing aeronaut a-t the first dart in UK- 
air --were stilled. Dozens- of -women 
turned from die sigiit as Hamilton 
wcaved in and out of his <^ige -with 
the agility of a -frightened monkey. 
When trie aeroplane readied a. point 
estimated at 30 feet, a ferry boat go* 
in the course of the tug an-d compelled 
that craft, -to veer upstream. Tftat left 
the cranky thing- in the air -withoni 
propelling power and It gradually set- 
tled.

Assistant and Bookkeepers of the In 


stitution Are Also Females.

One of the most remarkable bank 


statements that has been made 
the United States during the year 
and one that has attracted the ait eh 
tion and admiration, of a large uura 
ber'of the bankers in attendance up- 
on 'ho annual convention of tite na 
tionai association, :s inat made l>y, a 
woman—Mrs. V. F. Church, cashie 
of the: Bank of joplin, of Joplin, Mo. 
who is one of the two v.-ometi delegates 
to the meeting. On a capital stock o 
only 55,000, the surplus funds of hei 
bank are shown to be 4250,000; de 
posits, S47C.57l.-3l; interest and ex 
change, $5,311.49. 


This is Mrs. Church's first attend- 


ance upon the 
national 
conventioa 


and, 
likewise, her first visit to the 


nation's capital city. The president 
of the bank being unable to attend, 
she was chosen to represent .it at the 
convention. 


Alrc. Church is a banker.and "money 


woman"' through from early training, 
her career having begun when she 
was yet in her early girlhood. She 
grew up, practically, with the institu- 
tion, almost, from its foundation, and 
the success of the little bank of Jop- 
lin may bo attributed 
in 
a large 


measure to her rare ability and un- 
flagging energy. 


The Bank of Joplin was organized 


as fi private institution by T. W. Cun- 
ningham and :Geprge .->.. Case, in 1SS2, 
but in a "few years it passed into the 
sole proprietorship of 
the 
former, 


who has since remained at its head 
as president. It is under thfl jurisdic- 
tion ot the state officials of Missouri.
